COURT HOUSE GROUNDS to BE USED

Maybe you didn’t know it, but 
if you are a mere man, bold 
enough to sit on a bench or on 
the lawn in that area of the Tu- 
lare county courthouse lying and 
being north of the walks leading 
to the west and east entrances, 
you can be charged with a mis- 
demeanor, fined $20.00 or thrown 
in the county jail for 10 days. 

That’s what county ordinance 
No. 78 says in reserving the area 
mentioned for exclusive ‘‘use and 
enjoyment of ladies, children and 
their escorts’, and although this 
ordinance was passed August 9, 
1901, it is still in effect. 

And if you engage in a game 
of “ball’’ on a public road, or 
throw or knock a baseball across 
said road, it’s another $20.00, or 
10 days in the clink — so says 


Ordinance No. 58, May 14, 1894. 

If you chew tobacco, don’t ex- 
pectorate on the county court 
house, or on the floors of the court 
house. Ordinance No. 64 passed 
September 13, 1897, says it’s 
worth $5.00, or five days in jail 
if you do. 

If you happen to own Belgian 
Hares, you better have a good pen, 
for each Hare that escapes can 


cost you $100.00 or 30 days in|
